and is 23 years of age. His early life 
was peculiarly different from other boya 
of his age. 
His father being a helpless 


Invalid, and his mother dying when he 
was IS months old. Tod was taken into 
the family of Dan and MYs. Blouser 
and reared as their own child, the lad 
being known as Tod Blouser, His early 
career was one continuous series of 
daring exploits and 
thrilling- events 


from the time he could walk until he 
began his turf life seven years ago. 


Nothing was too dangerous for him to 


attempt, nothing too hazardous for him 
to deliberately walk into. 
Hefore he 


was f» years old every man, woman and 
child in the city and county knew him. 
He was a celebrity In knickerbockers, 
a prodigy in frocks. 
His daring ex- 


ploits and venturesome pranks were the 
wonder of the locality. Ills actions kept 
his good foster parents in a state ot 
constant-alarm. He was wholly unlike 
other boys of his age. and invariably 
selected grown men us his associates.

favorite haunts, watching for chances 
to ride the horses.

dangerous for him to attempt, nothing 
in the barns too vicious and unruly for 
him to mount.

One day a villainous look- 
ing Kentucky stallion was brought in- 
to the bavn and repeated attempts of 
strong men to control'the beast result- 
ed in failure. During the absence of the 
attendants Tod jumped on the horse 
from the top of the stall and turned 
him out into the street. For an hour 
the reckless youngster clung to the

the town, 'to the unspeakable dismay 
and horror of the Inlp^oUants, who (led 
Into the houses for safety. Finally the 
stallion, thoroughly wiffcled. exhaust- 
ed and covered, .with foam, stopped, 
completely cono,uer&d* After that any- 
body could ricie him.
